.of the country—that of tho hoof and 
mouth disease—has been practically 
stamped out.

Thus a total of 16,800 cars have been 
cleaned on the Pennsylvania' lines 
east of Pittsburg at a cost of about $3 
for each cleaning. Cattle cars are or- 
dinarily cleaned 
with 
brooms and 


shovels after each trip, with a very 
thorough cleansing when necessary. 
Since the outbreak of the foot and 
mouth disease, however, railroad com- 
panies have been required at their 
own expense, after 
each 
trip, to 


scrape all dirt out of each car, disin- 
fect with a solution of carbolic acid, 
and when refuse on the floors of the 
cars way frozen, to steam them. All 
of this has been done under the direc- 
tion of .government inspectors, and 
every car has been marked and seal- 
ed by an inspector after each cleans- 
ing. To do all of this tile railroad 
company has been compelled to in- 
crease very largely its force of 
cleaners at Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Lancaster, Harrisburg, Pittsburg and 
Jersey City. The result 
has been

practically aseptic at the beginning 
and end of each trip.
